PRESIDENTIAL PROCLAMATION. 



It Warm All Citizen* Agalimt Violation of 
the Neutral ity Law* In the Cane of Cubit 
anil Instructing United States Onicer* to 
Rigorously Kulorcethe Law* ami 1'uniah 
Violators Thereof. 

Washington, June 13.— Secretary 
Blney is thoroughly determined that 
the United States government shall do 
all in its power and all that interna- 
tional law requires to prevent the viola- 
tion of Uuited States territory by per- 
BOM who undertake to make it ft base of 
hostile operations against Spain, with 
which power it is at peace. 

Complaints have reached the depart- 
ment of state through the Spanish min- 
ister that ineu are being recruited on 
American soil, and that armed expedi- 
ti us are leaving our shores for the pur- 
pose of attacking the Spanish forces in 
O.iba. Whenever the necessary evi- 
d< ace can procured these infractions 
of the law of the United States are to 
be severely puiuV ed, for the secretary 
of state will leave flo just ground for 
oomploint th:it .lie United States had 
fuiled in its obligations to other nations. 
Meanwhile, nowever, it lias been 
de nied j roper to give formal warning 
to misguided people of what they may 
expet. si) the following proclamation 
baa ; ecu issued from the state depart- 
ment:

COMMF.NTS ON~THc PROCLAMATION. 

Senator* Moigm un<l Cull Explain the Ba- 
ttel uoMiilng or tho lloouiiient. 

Washinutun, June 18, — The issuance 
of the president's proclamation against 
extending aid to the Cuban insurgents 
gave rise to considerable discussion as 
to whether it did not practically amount 
to a recognition of tho rebels as bel- 
ligerents. Such au interpretation of 
the proclamation, however, is not cor- 
rect, according to the opinions of sev- 
eral well known public.meu. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, who is a 
recognized authority on international 
luw, when asked about the matter, said: 

"No recognition of tho rights of bel- 
ligerently are accorded by tho procla- 
mation, but just the reverse is the case. 
There would have been DO necessity 
for such action if the insurgents were 
belligerents, for then the citizens of the 
United States would have the right to 
sell them muuitious of war if they 
could escape the blockade of the Span- 
ish fleets, it is simply carrying out the 
law on the subject. Similar proclama- 
tions have, I believe, been heretofore 
issued at times of Cuban insurrections, 
and at the time the Texans were en- 
deavoring tu throw off the authority of 
Mexico one was issued warning citizens 
of the Uuitea States from aiding them. ' ' 

Senator Call of Florida said the pro- 
clamation did not intend to accord the 
insurgents the rights of belligerents, 
and undoubtedly did not do so. It 
would, however, he said, have no effect 
in preventing the departure of those 
who were willing to aid the Cuban 
cause. Because it was utterly impossible 
to guard the coast of the United States 
for the government had not the force at 
hand to do so. 

"What is there to prevent a foreign 
ship from sailing from any ports iu the 
United States ostensibly for Europe or 
auv other ulace with assistance aboard 



for the insurgents, autf then transfer- 
ring its cargo or sailing from some other 
ports for Cuba."? 

The president's proclamation, said the 
senator, was rather stronger than he 
liked. "I am." he said, "in favor of the 
independence of Cuba, for it is a to.e 
gone conclusion that tiie island will 
throw off the Spanish yoke. Iu my 
judgment it is a Wil l idea to suppose 
that this government can Mpport the 
tottering government of Spain over 
Cuba, or that it ought to do It* 

SENTIMENTS WI TH T HE INSURGENTS. 

The Climate Alone Keeping Thousand* ol 
American* Out of Cuba. 

Wasiiinuhkn, June 13. — When asked 
as to the character of the tllibusti n r.- 
who ure reported to be leaving tlifi 
Florida coast for Cuba with the view of 
participating in the Cuban insurrection, 
Senator Call of Florida said a majority 
of them ure of Cub in dement, 

"The sentiment iu Florida," he con- 
tinued, "i3 generally with the insur- 
gents, us I am satisfied it is in the 
couutrv at large, and but, for the Cuban 
climate and the danger of contracting 
fever on the part of native Americans, 
I believe the Cuban army woultl ere 
this have been reinforced by a hundred 
thousand men from this country." 

The senator said the administration 
could not under existing circumstances, 
and in view of our treaty obligations, 
do less than make an effort to prevent 
the filibustering expeditions unless LI 
snould. as he thought ir ought, decide 
to recognize Cuban independence. Ho 
was of the opinion that it would be 
more difficult |u the fall, when there 
would no longer on account of yellow 
fever to keep American sympathizers 
out of Cuba than at present.

The band of insurgents, about 60 
strong, commanded by Cainpauoni and 
Agramonte, attempted to surprise the 
troop3 at Moiuu Tuesday uigiit. The 
soldiers, however, promptly opened tiro 
on the insurgents, who Immediately re- 
treated. At dayugbt one dead insurgent 
and two others who were seriously 
wounded, were fouud in the streets.

A SHIPWRECKED CREW. 

Several Mem' er* Katen by Shark* and 
Other* Fought Deaperately For Life. 

New Yoiik, June 18. — Second Mate 
Tip Stanley, Btewsrt Ivensou and 14 
seamen, the survivors of the lost bark 
Carrio K. Long, have reached this port 
on a British steamer. The bark was 
loaded with petroleum, and was struck 
by lightuing May 21, near the Bahamas, 
and uurneu to the water's edge. Cap- 
tain Holf, First Mate •Esburg and 
Charles Houston, after floating about on 
wreckage, were devoured by sharks, and 
the survivors were only picked up after 
a terrible experience in the sea fighting, 
as they did half the time, the sharks 
that attacked them. The lifeboat 
caught tire, and after that they floated 
about on wreckage until picked up.

Tin 
aggregate loss on buildings and stock 
will reach over $100,000. In no instance 
wa9 the stock saved from the burning 
buildings. 

Several people were seriously injured 
during tho lire, but no fatalities have 
been reported. There was not over 
110,000 insurance carried by the mer- 
chants of Geneva, making everything 
a total loss aud leaving several business 
firms almost penniless, hour line resi- 
dences with all SOD tents were also con- 
sumed. The fire department of th>s 
city was sent for but could not reach 
the fire iu time to save anytliiiig.

has been explained. He presented hu:;- 

seif at the United Btatea marshal's offloe 
at iia. m., aooosnpsuried by LeeferC, 

Hubbard, a I'opulist labor ed tor of this 
city. Mr. Debs said ho had gone to 
sleep at a friend's house and had not 
awakened until morning. 

The appearance of both Deb< and 
Hubbard indicated to the Marshal that 
neither had slept during the night, and 
he doubfd tho story they told. H" 
blamed Hubbard for keeping Debs from 
fulfilling his promise to surrender and 
censured him severely fir not reporting 
Debs' whereabouts and inability to join 
his colleagues on the train f or Wood- 
stock jail. "I would have given Debs 
two days to gfft straightened out, if he 
had usked me,'" said the marshal. 

Aside from a bad headache De'^s 
seemed to b" in good health when lie 

arrived at the iaarahal'i offiee, but 

the marshal put him on u couch in 
the jury room to rest until he could be 
taken to the depot at B o'clock and put 
on the tram for Woodstock iu charge 
of Chief Deputy Logan. He t Id t., 
BUttfhsJ t his was the first time he hod 
broken his word to any man, untl he 
felt tiie disgrace keenly, although he 
wouid not admit that he had be >»i in- 
toxicated. His condition, howeve'-, 
spoke for itself, and the marsh. d Was 
too fchldhaartad to make his prison 'i' 
feel more uncomfortable by asking 
questions. He i isuiissed Hubbard w.th 
peremptory notice that lit :" i ter he 
would take cure of Debs and see ni.n on 
the way to jail. 

George Howard, who was vice presi- 
dent of the American Railway anion 
during the strike, was in the marshal's 
office most of the day Waiting to bft 
taken to jail at Joliet to serve his three 
mouths' sentence. He said he had 
broken with the American Railway 
union because Debs refused to allow 
him to exercise his constitutional right 
to act. as president m the absence of 
Debs, and he preferred to identify him- 
self with an organization where ho 
amounted to something. 

Martin Kiliott, the Pennsylvania d - 
rector of the American Railway onion, 
repotted to the marshal also, and at 9 
o'clock he and Mr. Debs went token to 
the jail at Woodstock, and Howard \v u| 
taken to the Will county jail at Join t 
one hour later.

Other "clauses of the platform advo- 
cate the abolishment of the liquor traf- 
fic, woman's suffrage, no laud monop- 
oly, government control of natural mo- 
uopoiies, one day of rest by law, pen- 
sions to soldiers aud widows, election of 
all officers, by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple, amendment to the constitution ol- 
lowing the taxation of incomes and 
property, import duties levied upon lux- 
uries, no appropriation of public money 
for sectarian use and civil services rules 
applicable to all appointive offices.

Litti.k HOCK, June 13.— A most 
fiendish crime was committed at Willis* 
Lauding, on White river, about five 
miles from St. Charles, Sunday after- 
noon, the details of which have jqst 
reached this city. Maddened by drink 
and impelled by u desire to revenge an 
imaginary wrong, John Kemp, with a 
party of friends, fired a volley of gun- 
shots into a tent filled w.th defenseless 
women and children, killing one woman 
and a boy outright, and fatally iujuring 
a little girl. 

For some time a party of fishermen, 
consisting of two families, one named 
Thomas and another whose names are 
not known, have been camping in a 
tent at Willis Lauding. Farmers in the 
neighborhood accused the fishermen of 
killing their hogs. One day last week 
Kemp went to the tent, aud iu the ab- 
sence of Thomas and his companion 
used vile language to the womeu of the 
party. A warrant for Kemp's arrest 
was afterward sworu out by Thomas, 
but it was never served. 

Sunday afternoon Kemp and six or 
seven companions, all under the influ- 
ence of liquor rode up to the tent aud 
without waiting to learn who was with- 
in, began pouring a volley of shot 
through the canvass. One of the 
women received a load of buckshot iu 
the breast killing her instantly. A boy 
was literally shot to pieces and a girl 
fearfully wounded, her death occurring 
shortly afterward. One of the fisher- 
men was shot through the ankle, ren- 
dering amputation of that member nec- 
essary. Thomas seized the only gun in 
the tent and tired upon Kemp, killing 
him instantly. After that the other- ol 
the assailing party tied. The coroner is 
investigating aud arrests will likely be 
made. 

HAILSTOR M IN MI NNESOTA. 

Chunk* of Ice a* Ijtrge BS a Man'* Kl»t 
Tell at Kergim Tails. 

Fkieiu s Km. i s, Minn., Jane 13. — The 
heaviest hailstorm ever known in this 
section visited this city at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, aud in U minutes 
did Ifnnwnsa damage to crops, the ex- 
tent of which can not yet be estimated. 

The storm came from the northwest 
and was evidently of considerable ex- 
tent. Some chunks of ice as large as a 
man's list were exhibited after the storm 
had passed. The streets looked as if a 
heavy snow had fallen. Practically all 
the windows on the north and west 
sides of buildings in the city were 
broken, only tho heaviest plateglass 
escaping. Several small washouts along 
the railroads are already reported. 

As most of the wheat hail not jointed, 
the greater part of it will recover and 
come out all right.

What the Kentucky Weather Service 
Says of the Outlook at The 
Present Time.

The weather

agricultural inteTeoto, and the general 
tone of reports received indicates a much 
better feeling among farmers generally 
Though the excessively warm weather of 
last week resulted in benefit to crops 
generallv, the need of rain was commenc- 
ing to be felt quite seriously in many 
localities at the date of last report. Gen- 
eral, and in manv localities, very heavy 
showers fell on the 4th and 5th. While 
the amount of precipitation in different 
parts of the State varied widely, and 
some few localities received none at all, 
the general average was about three- 
fourths of an inch. The northern coun- 
ties, especially Jefferson, report by far 
the largest amounts. The correspondent 
at Pleasure Ridge Park states that 3.0H 
inches fell in the twenty-four hours, end- 
ng at s p. in. of the 5th. This is remark- 
ably large, and has been surpassed but 
rarely in this State. Cool weather fol- 
lowed the rain, but the temperature rose 
gradually during the week, reaching an 
average maximum of about 90° on Bun- 
day and Monday. Generally clear or 
partly cloudy weather prevailed, and a 
very nearly normal amount of sunshine 
was received. 

The general effect of these conditions 
was to give an i/npetus to the growth of 
all crops, and to permit of such cultiva- 
tion and working as was necessary. The 
general situation is encouraging and 
many correspondents state that the out- 
look is highly favorable. 

As indicated in last week's report, the 
cut-worms have practically disappeared, 
very few correspondents reporting their 
presence this week. They have proved 
to be the most serious draw-back of the 
season to crops and to farm work gen 
erally. 

Reports regarding the condition of 
iieat are very conflicting, but it seems 
probable that considerably less than an 
average crop will be harvested. The 
raius of the week have improved the 
crop, though in some sections they were 
so heavy as to cause it to fall. Much 
complaint of the Hessian fiy and rust is 
made this week, though the damage from 
these influences appears to be confined 
to certain localities. Some fields have 
been plowed under and planted in corn. 
The grain is ripening rapidly and the 
1 arrest will be commenced in the west- 
ern and central counties during the next 
week. 

Much improvement was made in the 
condition of corn during the week, and 
the outlook at the present time is very 
very encouraging. The crop is making 
rapid headway toward recovery from 
njury caused by cut worms and frost, 
and, with favorable weather conditions, 
much of it will soon attain the average 
growth for the season. A large propor- 
tion of the crop will, of course, be very 
late on account of the necessity of so 
much replanting. During the past week 
the work of planting was completed and 
much cultivation of the early crop was 
lone. Generally speaking, farmers feel 
greutly encouraged over the prospects 
for tin's crop at the present time. 

Pastures and meadows were greatly 
improved by the rain, but are still short. 
Complaints of shortage of pasturage are 
quite general, and the condition of live 
stock is not, therefore, up to the 
standard. Meadows do not look so well 
as might be desired, and the prospects 
or a good l^ay crop are not so encour- 
aging as they were some weeks ago. 

Oats are generally in fair condition, 
though in some sections they are head- 
ing out short. The crop would be greatly 
improved by good rains. 

The rain made an excellent tobacco 
season in most sections of the State and 
great progress was made with the work 
of transplanting during the week. About 
three-fourths of the plants have been set 
and are doing well generally. PlantB 
are abundant and ot good quality in 
most sections. The present prospect for 
a good stand is excellent. Farmers 
now waiting for rain to transplant 
remainder of the ciop. 

Garden products of all kinds have 
made rapid progress during tho week, 
and though they will be late, they 
promise good yields, especially potatoes.
